NOVENA  SERVICES 


The  annual  N'ovena  of  Grace  In 
honor  of  Salni  Francis  Xavier, 
htnrIlnR  on  Marcli  Ith  and  lasting 
ihrouRti  March  12ih,  will  be  con- 
ducted at  Ix»-ola.  this  year,  by  the 
llev.  Lourdu  Marianna  Yeddanap- 
alK.  S J. 

.V  .Noted  Sci(‘ntl>-1 
Father  Yeddonapalll  was  born 
near  Madras,  India,  a city  In  the 
ho.-iri  of  Xavier's  missionary  lands. 
Ills  people  were  converted  and  con- 
tinued In  the  faith  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Society  of  Jesus.  This 
tamnuB  Indian  Jesuit,  a noted  scien- 
tist. received  his  education  at  St 
Joseph's  College.  Madras,  a Jesuit 
Institution,  and  was  ordained  in 
193S  after  completing  his  Theology 
at  the  Vnlverslty  of  Louvain.  Bel- 
gium. He  studied  the  sciences  at 
the  University  of  Calcutta  and  has 
just  received  his  Ph.D.  in  chemis- 
try from  Princeton.  His  world 
iruvelings  bav^lvon  him  a speak- 
ing knowledge  of  English.  French 
and  German.  He  speaks  as  well 
three  Indian  languages.  But  in 
addition  to  this  cultural  back- 
ground. Father  Y'cddanapalll  will 
bring  to  the  Novena  a real  knowl- 
edge and  understanding  of  the 
locale  and  people  among  whom

Chemistry,  Math 
War  Courses 
Inaugurated 

Will  Supplement  Loyola's 
Accelerated  Program 

Four  new  courses  have  been 
added  to  the  curriculum  since  the 
beginning  of  the  new  term,  but  be- 
cause of  the  burden  already  Im- 
posed upon  students  by  the  acceler- 
ated course,  numbers  have  been  re- 
stricted to  students  with  good 
scholastic  records.  The  first  of 
these  courses  taught  by  Mr  Vincent 
Beatty.  S.  J.,  is  on  Military  Chem- 
Islry,  open  to  all  who  have  com- 
pleted one  year  of  Inorganic  Chem- 
istry. Mr.  Beatty  will  use  a book 
recently  published  by  the  Chemical 
Warfare  Service.  It  deals  with  a 
study  of  poison  gases,  their  uses 
and  effectiveness,  and  in  general 
with  the  place  that  chemistry  has 
in  the  war 

1)1-.  Ccliiiiro  Has  NIiilli 

The  second  course  taught  by  Dr. 
Celnuro  Is  tjn  Theoretical  Mechanics 
and  is  open  to  all  advanced  mathe- 
matics studenis.  It's  purpose  Is  to 
bridge  the  gap  between  Malhem.at- 
ics  and  Physics  by  employing 
methods  of  higher  Mathematics  in 
the  solution  of  physical  problems. 

Yet  another  course  has  been  start- 
ed by  Father  Joseph  Ayd,  S.  J..  on 
War  Economy  and  Sociology.  It 
will  be  a general  course  on  the 
theory  of  national  economics  ns 
directly  connected  with  the  war 
The  course  will  treat  of  the  various 
ways  that  production  and  dislrihu- 
■ton  of  goods,  purchasing  power, 
man-power,  etc.,  have  been  nflectcd 
by  the  present  war. 

The  last  of  Hie  new  courses  offer- 
ed Is  on  Governmeni  and  Inter- 
national Relations  and  Is  to  be 
given  by  Dr.  Berger.

Jubilarian  Gives  Rare  Volumes 


Mr.  Albert  R,  Hoen.  who  received 
a Golden  Jubilee  Medal  at  Com- 
mencemenl,  has  presented  Loyola 
wltli  two  very  remarkable  books. 
TIic  books  are  a translated  copy  of 
"The  Badlanus  Manuscript"  and  an 
"Atlas  of  the  Historical  Geograpliy 
of  the  United  States."  Both  vol- 
umes become  a part  of  the  College 
library. 

The  books  were  printed  and  litho- 
graphed by  tho  A.  Hnen  & Co..  Inc., 
of  Baltimore.  Md.  The  company  Is 
one  of  the  oldest  and  most  promi- 
nent lithographing  concerns  In  the 
United  Stales.  This  concern  makes 
the  plates  for  the  National  Geo- 
graphic Magazine’s  maps. 

The  original  of  (he  Badlanus 
Manuscript  Is  in  the  Vatican  Li- 


brary, The  book  is  an  Aztec  Herbal 
of  1552  and  is  considered  America's 
first  medical  book.  It  was  written 
by  an  Indian  doctor  and  Is  a com- 
pendium of  medicinal  plants  and 
native  remedies  of  the  Aztecs  at 
the  time  of  the  conquest  of  Cortez. 
The  original  was  a gift  to  Charles 
V and  is  dedicated  to  him. 

The  research  for  the  Atlas  took 
twenty  years  and  was  conducted  by 
the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Wash- 
ington and  the  American  Geograph- 
ic Society  of  New  York.  The  Atlas 
Is  "the  first  historical  atlas  of  the 
United  Slates  and  probably  the 
most  comprehensive  work  of  Its 
kind  that  has  yet  1>eGn  published 
for  any  country."
